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INTRODUCTION 


The Government of Canada recognizes the challenges in producing Canadian 
film and television content and in making it accessible to Canadians and the 
world. Yet, an audiovisual sector is an important contributor to a nation’s cultural 
identity. Therefore, the Government is committed to supporting the film and 
video industry through measures which: 1) promote the creation, dissemination 
and preservation of audiovisual works for and about Canadians; 2) stimulate 
understanding and appreciation of Canada’s wealth of diverse people; 

3) encourage Canadians to become engaged and participate in Canada’s cultural 
life; and 4) develop and retain excellence in all Canadians working in the film 
and video sector. 


The federal departments, crown corporations and agencies which house support 
programs for the film and video industry in Canada are: 


¢ Telefilm Canada 

¢ The National Film Board of Canada 

¢ The Canada Council for the Arts 

¢ The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation

Another important national funding source is the Canadian Television Fund 
(CTF), a government-industry partnership. The Canadian Independent Film 
and Video Fund (CIF VF) is a private-sector, non-profit organization also 
funded by the federal government. 


Providing valuable services to Canadians 


The Federal Government has a clear mandate to provide resources dedicated to 
the production, dissemination and preservation of Canadian audiovisual content. 
This mandate is laid out in several key pieces of legislation, including: the 
Department of Canadian Heritage Act, the Broadcasting Act, the Telefilm 
Canada Act, the National Film Act, the National Archives Act, and the Canada 
Council Act. Other pieces of legislation, such as the Income Tax Act, the 
Investment Canada Act and the Copyright Act, have direct bearing on aspects of 
the various activities related to audiovisual content, but are not specifically 
designed with this content in mind. 

















In the simplest possible terms, each key piece of legislation was introduced 

to set up and safeguard national institutions which together, define Canada’s 
audiovisual landscape. Through the Department of Canadian Heritage, the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, Telefilm Canada, the National Film Board, 
the Canada Council for the Arts and the National Archives, Canadians are 
guaranteed the means to create and/or access high quality audiovisual content 
which reflects their own cultural experiences and which helps to define a 
national identity to share with each other and with the world. 


A measure of the success to which these institutions have contributed is the 
total volume of film and television production in Canada, which has more than 
doubled in the past decade, peaking at $5.1 billion in 2001-2002. Hundreds of 
thousands of creators, performers, producers, broadcasters and distributors are 
employed annually in the audiovisual sector of Canada. In addition, many 
Canadian creators, performers and producers who are recognized around the 
world for their remarkable ingenuity and talent, made their debuts with the 
assistance of a federally funded program. 


This guide provides an introduction to the various federal programs available 
to the independent film and video industry in Canada. It outlines the mandates 
of each key funding body supported by the federal government and briefly 
describes the eligibility criteria for their programs. Considering that this is a 
sector which is in constant evolution, you are encouraged to use the contact 
information provided within this guide to obtain further information regarding 
each program, or consult our website at http://vww.pch.gc.ca for updates. 


Whether it is fostering Canadian creativity, supporting the viability of a 
Canadian-owned company or showcasing Canadian film and television content 
at an international market, each of the funds and programs described herein has 
as its underlying objective the sustainability and success of Canadian film and 
television content. In this guide, you will find programs designed for beginners 
in the creative field, such as the Low Budget Independent Feature Film 
Assistance Program, and the Emerging Filmmakers Program, and programs 
better suited to established companies, such as the Cultural Industries 
Development Fund, Team Canada Inc and the Canada Small Business 
Financing Program. We trust you will find this information suitable for your 
specific needs. 




















Telefilm Canada 


Created in 1967, Telefilm Canada is a Crown corporation that acts as a key 
financing, strategic and promotional partner on the national and international 
scenes. Telefilm Canada is dedicated to meeting the cultural needs of Canadians 
in its role as an investor in high-quality Canadian productions. Telefilm Canada 
fosters a diversity of voices that reach audiences in Canada and abroad. One of 
the corporation’s main goals is to build audiences for Canadian cultural products 
by supporting our domestic film, television, new media and music industries. 


Telefilm Canada administers the Equity Investment Program (EIP) of the 
Canadian Television Fund (CTF), a public-private partnership; the Canada 
Feature Film Fund (CFFF); the Canada New Media Fund; the Canada Music 
Fund — Music Entrepreneur Program; and a number of other funds and 
programs. 


Each year the corporation contributes to the development and production of 
feature films, made-for-TV movies, drama series, documentaries, children’s 
programs, variety shows and new media products of outstanding cultural value. 


To ensure that these products reach large audiences, Telefilm Canada participates 
in other industry activities such as distribution, export, versioning, marketing and 
promotion at Canadian as well as foreign festivals and markets. 


Telefilm Canada’s financial support is varied. Most often provided as an 
investment, it also comes in the form of advances, loans, loan guarantees and 
grants. Telefilm Canada shares product risks and revenues with the industry. 
Recouped amounts are reinvested in production and distribution activities. 


Telefilm Canada also supports through different initiatives and programs the 
development of emerging producers and directors. Information on these 
initiatives and programs can be obtained by contacting Telefilm Canada’s 
regional offices directly. 


Canadian Television Fund—Equity Investment Program 
The EIP is one of two programs under the CTF. The EIP is administered by 
Telefilm Canada while the Licence Fee Program (LFP) is administered by the 


CIF itself.

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Canada Feature Film Fund 


Telefilm Canada administers the CFFF which includes the following 
components: 


¢ Development, Production and Marketing Programs; 

¢ Screenwriting Assistance Program; 

* Low Budget Independent Feature Film Assistance Program; 

¢ Mini-Treaty Program; and 

¢ Programs for Complementary Activities including, Canada Showcase 
(Canadian film festivals), international festivals and markets, versioning, 
alternative distribution and awards. 


One of the key goals of the Canada Feature Film Fund (CFFF) is to increase 
Canadian audiences in theatres for Canadian feature films and capture 
5 percent of the domestic box office by 2006. 


Development, Production and Marketing Programs 


The development, production and marketing programs form the main component 
of the CFFF. In administering these programs, Telefilm Canada seeks to invest 
in high-quality Canadian feature films by supporting different genres, budgets, 
companies and regions. Telefilm Canada also promotes the development of 
partnerships among producers, distributors and international partners. 


The programs support Canadian fictional feature films from project development 
to domestic market launch. Films are financed in two ways: using a 
performance-based approach that provides envelopes to production and 
distribution companies, based on box office results and qualitative factors; and 

a selective approach that allows producers and distributors who do not yet have 
a box office track record to produce and market films. 


Projects must meet a number of eligibility criteria, including the following: 


* projects must be dramatic feature films of at least 75 minutes in length 
aimed primarily at the Canadian theatrical market; 

¢ applicants must have a commitment from a Canadian distributor for 
theatrical release in Canada; 

* projects must be produced and distributed by Canadians; 

* projects must have achieved a minimum of 8 out of 10 points of Canadian 
content using the Canadian Audio-Visual Certification Office point scale; 
and 

¢ films must have a Canadian scriptwriter, director and performer in the lead 
role, with appropriate exceptions for international treaty coproductions.

Screenwriting Assistance Program 


In keeping with the overall goal of the Canada Feature Film Fund (CFFP), the 
spirit and intent of the Screenwriting Assistance Program is to develop and retain 
a pool of creative, talented and experienced screenwriters as well as a bank of 
Canadian feature film screenplays that have high box office potential. To this 
end, Telefilm Canada will also promote the development of partnerships among 
producers and screenwriters. 


Financial support is available for the writing of feature film treatments based on 
outlines (Stage One) and for the writing of first draft feature film screenplays 
based on treatments (Stage Two). In conjunction with the other elements of the 
CFFF, the program provides a continuum of support from script to screen. 
Telefilm Canada will generally provide financial assistance for eligible projects 
that are suitable for development into a dramatic feature film of over 75 minutes 
in length, and that are Canadian films eligible for certification under the criteria 
of the Canadian Audio-Visual Certification Office. Financial support is awarded 
pursuant to an assessment and final decision rendered by a national third-party 
adjudication panel that is appointed by Telefilm Canada. There are separate 
adjudication panels for French-language and English-language applications. 


Assistance is in the form of non-interest bearing advances. Professional 
screenwriters actively working in the industry may be eligible for the program, 
according to criteria outlined in the guidelines. The program accepts applications 
from co-writers.

Low Budget Independent Feature Film Assistance Program 


Under this program, financing is available only to directors. The Low Budget 
Independent Feature Film Assistance Program consists of two principal 
components: assistance for production and assistance for post-production. 
Telefilm Canada’s support will be in the form of non interest-bearing advances 
that will not exceed 65 percent of the total project budget, to a maximum dollar 
participation per project of $200,000. 





























Telefilm Canada will provide financial assistance for production and 
post-production/completion projects that meet the following criteria: 


¢ high-quality, innovative and creative projects; 

¢ director-driven projects; 

¢ feature films of over 75 minutes in length; 

¢ projects in the feature film drama genre only; 

* projects with budgets of no less than $300,000 and under $750,000—the 
budget cap of $750,000 may be exceeded by up to $150,000 in deferrals; 

e only digital, 16 mm and 35 mm release formats; and 

* projects with at least 8 out of 10 points of Canadian Audio-Visual 
Certification Office rating equivalent— priority will be given to projects with 
the highest proportion of Canadian creative elements.

Programs for Complementary Activities 


The Programs for Complementary Activities support and promote efforts of the 
Canadian feature film industry to reach audiences in Canada and around the 
world. These activities include festivals, markets, versioning and alternative 
distribution networks. Related funds include Canada Showcase, Canadian 
Participation in International Events and the Versioning Assistance Fund. 


Canadian Participation in International Film Events 


Telefilm Canada’s Festivals and Markets Bureau supports the entry of Canadian 
films in major foreign international festivals. Its specialized officers advise 
Canadian directors, producers, distributors and exporters on festival-related 
matters. Film weeks, retrospectives and special screenings which are carefully 
timed and planned are also organized on a very selective basis. 


The Bureau sets up screenings of eligible short-listed Canadian films for the 
most important festivals, and coordinates the promotion of Canadian films 
selected for presentation in major world class festivals. This may include 
handling print shipping costs, providing travel grants for directors whose works 
are selected in recognized festivals, purchasing prints and subtitling productions 
selected in major recognized festivals. 


Canada Showcase 


The primary goal of Canada Showcase is to increase awareness of high-quality 
Canadian works at Canadian festivals, more specifically films (including short 




















films), television programs and new media productions. Canada Showcase 
further seeks to encourage opportunities to celebrate, showcase and market 
Canadian works at festivals that are international, national or regional in scope. 
Canada Showcase also supports festivals that provide business-building 
opportunities (e.g. markets, forums, sales). 


Cinematheques, student festivals and festivals hosted by film/video co-operatives 
are not considered eligible, nor are extremely specialized events that are geared 
to special interest groups. 


This program is currently under revision.

Versioning Assistance Fund 


Telefilm Canada has provided financial support for the English- and French- 
language versioning of feature films and television programs since the mid-198Os. 
One of the primary goals of this assistance is to increase the availability of 
feature films and television programs for Canadians in English, French and 
Aboriginal languages. 


The Fund comprises two distinct programs: 
a) Television Versioning Program 
b) Feature Film Versioning Program 


Three key objectives have been established to guide the administration of the 
Fund: 


* to increase the availability of Canadian feature films and television programs 
for Canadian audiences in English, French and Aboriginal languages; 

* to increase the revenue earned by Canadian productions from national and 
international markets, thereby increasing the likelihood of returns to 
investors; and 

* to strengthen the Canadian versioning industry, thus providing Canadian 
artistic talent and specialized technicians with significant employment.

Canada New Media Fund 


The Canada New Media Fund, launched in 2001, provides support for the pre- 
development, development, production, marketing and distribution of Canadian 
new media products, as well as sectoral development. 


The Fund supports products initiated by Canadian companies and Canadian 
organizations under Canadian ownership, which exercise creative and financial 
control from development through production, marketing and distribution. 


The objectives of the Fund are to: 


¢ provide financial support for the development, production, marketing and 
distribution of high-quality, original, interactive Canadian new media 
products, in both official languages, that are intended for the general public; 

¢ provide Canadian consumers with greater access to Canadian cultural new 
media products; 

* assist in the growth and development of a Canadian new media production 
and distribution industry that is competitive in international markets; 

¢ establish and enhance Canadian distribution channels for new media cultural 
content that will benefit the entire sector; and 

¢ raise the profile and presence of new media creators in both domestic and 
international markets while providing opportunities for professional 
development. 


The Fund will strive to achieve its objectives through three program 
components: 


Product Assistance 

Provides financial support for pre-development, development, production, 
marketing and distribution of Canadian cultural new media works, in both 
official languages, that are intended for the general public. 


Distribution Assistance 

Provides financial support for distribution channels and initiatives that 
increase the profile and presence of already existing Canadian cultural new 
media works; and provides Canadian and international market support to the 
new media industry through Telefilm Canada’s services at such events. 


Sectoral Assistance 

Supports initiatives that promote the industrial and professional development 
of the new media industry such as training programs, centres of expertise, 
festivals and immersion programs. 














All Canadian private companies actively involved in new media content 
development, production and distribution that meet the following eligibility 
criteria are eligible: 


¢ must be Canadian-owned and -controlled within the meaning of the 
Investment Canada Act; 

* must demonstrate financial stability (with appropriate exceptions for new 
companies); and 

* must possess experience and be able to demonstrate the required expertise 
to successfully complete the product.

Official Coproductions 


Telefilm Canada administers on behalf of the federal government all 
international agreements governing official coproductions. In this capacity, the 
corporation’s role is twofold: 


* it receives and evaluates applications for certification of projects as official 
coproductions; and 

* it receives applications for financial assistance under the Canada-France 
mini-treaties and the English-language Cinema Plan. 


These coproduction agreements signed between Canada and other countries 
enable Canadian and foreign producers to pool their resources in order to 
coproduce films and television programs that enjoy national production status 
in each of the countries involved. At present, Canadian producers may create 
joint works with their counterparts in more than 50 countries.

Loan Guarantee Program 


This program is designed to provide Canadian financial institutions with loan 
guarantees and expert appraisal of loan applications submitted by Canadian 
production, distribution and foreign sales companies. 


Telefilm Canada will use its industrial expertise to complement the financial 
expertise of banking institutions by supplying an evaluation of the risks 
associated with each project and of the borrower’s ability to repay the loan. 





























The Loan Guarantee Program is intended primarily for companies or projects 
that otherwise would be unable to obtain loans in the private sector. 


Telefilm Canada can guarantee up to 85 percent of the maximum amount of the 
loan, to a maximum of $1 million per project or per application. Any loan 
guaranteed by Telefilm Canada must be fully secured by firm receivables owed 
to the borrower. 


The total amount of Telefilm Canada’s outstanding guarantees at any one time 
will not exceed $25 million.

Canadian Television Fund 


The Canadian Television Fund (CTF) was created in 1996 to increase the quality 
and quantity of distinctly Canadian programming available to Canadian viewers, 
and to enhance the broadcast system’s capacity to produce and distribute such 
programming. The CTF assists in the production of distinctly Canadian 
programming in the underrepresented categories of drama, children and youth 
shows, documentaries and variety as well as performing arts in English, French 
and Aboriginal languages. 


The Fund operates as an independent, non-profit corporation governed by a 
board of directors composed of members from the television, cable, production, 
and film and video distribution industries, as well as from Canadian Heritage 
and Telefilm Canada. 


Since its creation, the demand has outstripped the available resources of the 
Fund. In response to this continued oversubscription, the CTF Board refocused 
the Fund and introduced more stringent Canadian content requirements in 
keeping with its cultural mandate. As a basis for entry to the Fund, a project 
must meet the CTF’s essential requirements, which are as follows: 


¢ the project speaks to Canadians about, and reflects Canadian themes and 
subject matter; 

¢ the project has 10 out of 10 points on the Canadian Audio-Visual 
Certification Office scale, or the maximum number of points applicable 
to the project (treaty co-productions are also eligible); 

e underlying rights are owned, and significantly and meaningfully developed 
by Canadians; 

¢ the project is shot and set primarily in Canada. 


All eligible productions must be under Canadian ownership and Canadian 
executive and creative control, and have received a commitment from a licensed 
Canadian television broadcaster to be broadcast during prime time within two 
years of their completion. “Prime time” for most genres of programming is 
between 7 p.m. and 11 p.m., although for children and youth programming, 
‘prime time” is defined as the time when the largest audiences of children are 
available; for youth programming, “prime time” is between 4 p.m. and 11 p.m. 
Aboriginal-language productions are eligible, provided they meet certain criteria. 


The CTF has two complementary funding programs: the Licence Fee Program 
(LFP), which is administered by the CTF, and the Equity Investment Program, 
which is administered by Telefilm Canada. Eligible projects may apply to and 
receive funding from either program, or both. 

















Licence Fee Program 


The CTF’s LFP is a market-driven funding initiative that contributes to distinctly 
Canadian television productions using objective and transparent criteria to 
determine production eligibility. The program 1s a “top-up” fund that 
supplements the cash licence fees paid by Canadian broadcasters for eligible 
programs. As such, the LFP’s contribution forms a part of the total licence fees 
used in the financing of Canadian television productions. This licence fee top-up 
may be supplemented by one or more of the bonuses for regional productions 
and French-language productions. 


Equity Investment Program 


The Equity Investment Program’s (EIP) assistance is provided through direct 
cash investments, which result in undivided copyright ownership in eligible 
productions (including treaty coproductions). The EIP may take an equity 
participation of up to 49 percent of an eligible production, though its average 
investment in recent years has not exceeded 25 percent. In certain cases, the EIP 
may also participate in productions through loans, advances and contributions 
(however, the combination of equity and non-equity participation will not exceed 
70 percent of the production costs). The EIP’s participation in eligible series and 
made-for-TV movie production is subject to caps. 


The EIP also assists the development of Canadian television programs through 
non-interest bearing advances of up to 50 percent of eligible costs, to a 
maximum of $100,000. A financial contribution of at least 20 percent (drama) 
or 15 percent (other genres) is required from a broadcaster.

National Film Board of Canada 


The National Film Board of Canada (NFB) is a unique centre for the creation 
of audiovisual materials. It is a producer and distributor of Canadian audiovisual 
materials rather than a funding agency. Created under an Act of Parliament in 
1939, the NFB’s mandate is to promote the production and distribution of 
audiovisual works that reflect Canada to Canadians and to other nations. In 

its mission statement, the Board expresses its mandate as follows: 


“The National Film Board of Canada’s mission is to produce and distribute 
culturally diverse, challenging and relevant audiovisual works that provide 
Canada and the world a unique Canadian perspective.” 


In 2002-03, the NFB produced 60 films, videos and multimedia products. 
Of these, 50 were NFB productions, while 10 were coproduced with outside 
partners. In addition to these original works, the NFB produced 37 versions: 
32 NFB productions and five coproductions. 


NEB films are produced in both official languages by two main programs: 


¢ the English Program, which produces and distributes English-language 
productions and supports emerging independent filmmakers through the 
Filmmaker Assistance Program, the Aboriginal Filmmaking Program, and 
the Cultural Diversity Initiative; 

¢ the French Program produces and distributes French-language productions 
and supports emerging filmmakers through the Aide au cinéma indépendant 
(Canada), the Cinéastes autochtones and Cinéaste recherché(e) competitions 
as well as the Documentaristes résidents program. 


Both programs have their own staff and resident filmmakers, but work primarily 
with freelancers or in coproduction with Canadian private sector companies in 
the production of point-of-view documentaries, animated shorts, productions for 
children, and interactive productions. 


Animation Hothouse 


Nurturing emerging filmmakers is a key part of the NFB’s new strategic plan 
and the Animation Hothouse program is the latest in a series of NFB initiatives 
for young directors. This fall, the NFB’s Ontario Production Centre became 

a partner in Ontario Media Development Corporation’s (OMDC) Al Waxman 
Calling Card program, contributing $20,000 to support the work of an emerging 
filmmaker. 


























CinéRoute 


CinéRoute is a network that lets users consult and view more than | 400 NFB 
titles online at 55 different schools, universities and research centres across 
Canada. Access to the CinéRoute network is provided through a partnership 
between the NFB and CANARIE Inc.. 


Reel Diversity Competition 


The Reel Diversity Competition is open to filmmakers from visible minority 
groups only. Applicants must be Canadian citizens or landed immigrants. 
Competition filmmakers will work on a contract basis within the NFB, with 
an experienced NFB producer. 


Agreement with Public Libraries/Organizations 


The NFB works with a network of 55 partner libraries that provide access to 
its productions in cities throughout Canada. 


Participation in Festivals and Public Screenings 


NFB productions are presented annually in over 250 international festivals in 
Canada, Europe, Asia, Australia, Latin America and the United States. The 
mandate of the Festivals Office is to manage the submissions of the NFB 
productions to festival programmers, co-ordinate the participation of NFB films 
and filmmakers in festivals, and to ensure the NFB’s presence at festivals and 
other important cultural events. 


Coproduction with Canadian Private Sector Companies 


Canadian independent producers interested in coproducing high-quality 
documentaries or animation with the NFB are encouraged to submit their 
projects. The NFB participates in Canadian coproductions as a full partner— 
contributing creatively to a film’s editorial vision and providing 

financial resources and/or technical and human resources. 


According to its mandate as a public distributor, and depending on its level 
of financial participation, the NFB negotiates appropriate Canadian and/or 
international distribution rights. 


Canadian independent producers can coproduce with any of the English and 
French production centres located in Vancouver, Edmonton, Winnipeg, Toronto, 
Ottawa, Montréal, Moncton and Halifax. 




















When selecting projects, the NFB will exercise its judgment in choosing 
productions that meet its goals and mandate. Proposals should generally be 
submitted at the development phase but the NFB will also consider projects in 
production. Television series as well as industrial, promotional, training and 
sponsored productions are not eligible. 


English Program’s Filmmaker Assistance Program 


The NEB also plays a valuable role in encouraging the development of the next 
generation of filmmakers. It does so by providing talented young people with 
the means to complete their films and thereby gain recognition in the film 
community. The English Program’s Filmmakers Assistance Program (FAP) 
offers assistance for the production of films from all over Canada. Applicants 
to FAP must be Canadian citizens or permanent residents. FAP is available to 
emerging filmmakers (excluding film students) who have made fewer than four 
films (excluding student films). Documentaries, short dramas and animation 
films are eligible for the program. Generally, FAP offers assistance toward the 
cost of processing, printing and post-production services. 


English Program’s Aboriginal Filmmaking Program 


The English Program Branch also administers the Aboriginal Filmmaking 
Program. 


The NFB has earmarked $1 million a year to be used exclusively for NFB 
productions or coproductions with independent Aboriginal filmmakers. 
The overall goal is to provide Aboriginal filmmakers with more equitable 
opportunities to make films—thus ensuring a more diverse spectrum of 
perspectives, visions and stories in Canadian cinema. The main focus is on 
documentary productions. 


English Program’s Cultural Diversity Initiative 


The National Film Board (NFB) is committed to reflecting the cultural diversity 
of Canada and Canadians on and off screen. The Cultural Diversity Initiative is 
an equity initiative to address under-representation of visible minority groups 

at the NFB. Filmmakers of colour are invited to submit proposals for NFB 
productions or coproductions. The NFB also holds professional development 
opportunities for emerging directors such as apprenticeships, workshop 
scholarships and competitions for opportunities to direct short documentaries. 
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French Program’s Aide au cinéma indépendant (Canada) 


The Aide au cinéma indépendant (Canada) program provides assistance for the 
production of French-language films (documentary, animation, drama) from 
across Canada which are particularly innovative in their form or content and 
might otherwise not get made. Assistance is in the form of equipment loans and 
technical services directly related to the production or post-production of a film 
or video project. Film school projects, promotional films, advertisements, public 
service announcements and educational films are not eligible. 


French Program’s Cinéastes autochtones 


The NFB’s French Program’s Cinéastes autochtones competition gives French- 
speaking Aboriginal people a chance to direct their first professional film with 
the support of a team, including an experienced NFB filmmaker during a paid 
internship of up to 18 months. 


French Program’s Cinéaste recherché(e) 


Cinéaste recherché(e) is a one-year internship program that allows the successful 
candidate to direct his/her first animated film. This competition takes place on an 
annual basis. 


French Program’s Documentaristes résidents 


Under the Documentaristes résidents program, six documentary filmmakers are 
hired as resident directors for a three-year term, during which time they must 
each direct two documentaries.

Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 


The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation (CBC) is a Crown corporation 
created under an Act of Parliament, currently governed by the 1991 
Broadcasting Act and subject to regulations of the Canadian Radio-television 
and Telecommunications Commission (CRTC). The CBC is Canada’s largest 
cultural institution. As Canada’s public broadcaster, the CBC provides services 
in English and French, and is accountable to all Canadians. The CBC tells 
Canadian stories reflecting the reality and diversity of our country; informs 
Canadians about news and issues of relevance and interest; supports Canadian 
arts and culture; and builds bridges among Canadians, between regions and the 
two linguistic communities. 


Funding for the Development of Television Projects 


The CBC participates in the development of a significant volume of program 
proposals from producers in all locations in Canada at the national network level 
through its News and Current Affairs and Arts and Entertainment departments. 
Development funding by CBC is an ongoing activity throughout the year. 
Accordingly, there are no application deadlines. The volume and genre balance 
of projects developed from year to year depends on CBC’s changing 
programming requirements. 


TransCanada Development Fund 


In 2001, the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation (CBC) created the TransCanada 
Development Fund which resulted in an infusion of an additional $5 million 
over five years to television and program development in Canada’s regions. 
The Fund assists in seeding and kick-starting new television and cross-platform 
program concepts outside Toronto. 


CBC Television is inviting the independent production community to submit 
program proposals for funding consideration. The Fund applies to concept 
development, piloting, script development, as well as budget and financing 
development. Fund envelopes may also support initiatives related to 
competitions, apprenticeships and prizes. 


The Fund is designed to support programming that reflects Canada’s rich 
regional diversity to Canadians. Therefore, funding priority will be given to 
those projects that tangibly reflect a region or regions to a national audience, 
and all program categories are open.

Canada Council for the Arts 


The Canada Council for the Arts is an independent agency created by the 
Parliament of Canada in 1957 to foster and promote the arts. The Council 
provides financial assistance to media artists under various programs. 


Grants to Media Artists 


The Media Arts Section of the Canada Council supports emerging, mid-career 
and established artists working in film, video, new media, and audio. These 
grants are intended to assist independent artists working with media arts as a 
form of creative expression, and to support experimentation with form, content 
or technology in a variety of genres. Applicants must be Canadian citizens or 
permanent residents of Canada. 


Council programs do not support commissioned works, instructional projects, 
promotional projects, industrial projects, pilots for television, or conventional 
television programs. All Canada Council programs are accessible to Aboriginal 
artists, artists of diverse cultural background and artists from regional 
communities. 


An emerging artist is one who has less than three years of practice, or who is 
applying for support for a first work, and has completed basic training. 


A mid-career artist is one who has been practising for at least three years and 
who has created and released more than one independent work in a professional 
context. 


An established artist is one who has been practising for at least seven years and 
who has created and released a body of independent work in a professional 
context. 


Independent means that the artist initiates and is the driving force behind the 
proposed project, and maintains complete creative and editorial control over the 
work. 


Grants to Film and Video Artists 


This program is intended to assist artists working with film as a means of artistic 
expression. The program offers three types of grants: 


Research/Creation Grants provide film and video artists with opportunities 
for creative renewal, experimentation, professional development and research. 
Grants range from $3,000 to $60,000 for mid-career and established artists, 
and from $3,000 to $16,000 for emerging artists. 























Production Grants cover the direct costs of production or post-production of 
independent film or video artworks to a maximum of $60,000 for mid-career and 
established artists, and to a maximum of $16,000 for emerging artists. Only 
directors may apply; producers are not eligible. Applicants may work with a 
producer, but the artist/director must maintain full creative and editorial control 
of the project. 


Scriptwriting Grants are open to mid-career and established artists, and 

cover the direct costs of scriptwriting (which includes research for artists’ 
documentaries). Grants range from $3,000 to $20,000. Scriptwriters are eligible 
if they have already worked with established or mid-career film or video artists, 
and at least one of their scripts has been used in an independent production by 
an established or mid-career film or video artist.

Grants to New Media and Audio Artists and New Media Residencies 


This program assists Canadian artists working with new media and audio as 
means of artistic expression, through three types of grants: 


Research Grants buy time in which established artists may research and develop 
ideas, concepts and projects; experiment with tools and technologies; work with 
specialists to develop knowledge and skills; and pursue other activities related to 
their personal professional and/or creative development. Grants range from 
$3,000 to $20,000. 


Production Grants cover the direct costs (including the research or creative 
development phases) of production leading to finished works of art. The grant 
amounts are up to $60,000 for established artists, and up to $16,000 for 
emerging artists. 


New Media Residencies encourage creative collaboration and knowledge 
exchange between established artists and other sectors of society that are 
working with new and emerging technologies. This program component also 
assists artists in developing professionally through exposure to a range of 
expertise. The residencies’ initiative supports projects that provide mutual benefit 
to artists and host organizations. Support is available for the following: Research 
Residencies (up to $30,000) and Production Residencies (up to $60,000).

Aboriginal Media Arts Program 


This program offers grants to individual Aboriginal artists to develop their career 
as media artists and to help them produce independent media artworks (film, 
video, new media or audio). It offers two components: 


Creative Development Grants: To cover the costs of research, scriptwriting 

and concept development, experimentation with media arts techniques and 

or professional development in the media arts, including training, workshops, 
residencies, mentorships and internships. Grant amounts range from $3,000 to 
$20,000 for established artists, and from $3,000 to $10,000 for emerging artists. 


Production Grants: To cover the costs of production and post-production. 
The amount of a grant for established artists is up to $60,000 for film or video 
production; up to $35,000 for audio production; up to $60,000 for new media 
production and for emerging artists; up to $16,000 for a production in film, 
video, audio or new media.

Travel Grants to Media Artists 


Travel Grants to Media Artists assist established independent media artists to 
travel on occasions important to the development of their artistic practice or 
career. The program provides two categories of support: 


Presentation travel—allows independent media artists to travel with their work 
and to respond to invitations to present their work at recognized Canadian or 
international festivals or exhibition venues; and 


Professional development travel—allows independent media artists to attend 
workshops, residencies, symposia and conferences and/or to participate in other 
professional development opportunities outside of their home region. 


An amount of $500, $1,000, $1,500 or $2,000 may be requested, depending on 
the distance of the proposed travel.

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Grants to Media Arts Production Organizations 
Assistance to Media Arts Production Organizations 


Assistance to Media Arts Production Organizations offers operating assistance to 
Canadian non-profit, artist-run media arts organizations. The level of operating 
assistance approved by the Canada Council for the Arts covers one or two years. 
Organizations that receive annual or multi-year assistance may also obtain 
equipment acquisition assistance. The program involves three levels of 
assistance: Level | —Start-up assistance; Level 2— Annual operating assistance; 
Level 3— Multi-year operating assistance. 


The funded organizations provide ongoing support for Canadian media artists’ 
creation and production of independent film, video, new media, and/or audio 
artworks by: supplying access to production and post-production services, 
facilities and equipment; offering production/co-production, artists-in-residencies, 
commissioning and or production funding/support programs, as well as 
professional development opportunities (such as workshops); providing other 
services, facilities or activities that advance Canadian artists’ creation and 
production of independent media artworks.

Development Project Grants 


This program supports time-limited projects initiated by Canadian non-profit, 
artist-run organizations, groups or collectives. The projects must be intended 
to provide enhanced opportunities for the production of independent media 
artworks by Canadian artists. Projects must also address specific production 
needs in the communities that applicants serve or intend to serve. Applicants 
are encouraged to work with other organizations, groups, collectives, public 
institutions and for-profit companies to address these needs. 


Applicants may request up to $20,000 to pay salaries, fees and travel costs for 
technicians, artists and project administrators; rent equipment and facilities; and 
pay for technical services and materials. Grants may also be used to provide 
direct financial support to artists.

Media Arts Commissioning Program 


This program supports organizations commissioning Canadian artists to produce 
media artworks for presentation to local, national, or international audiences. 
Grants contribute to costs related to the production and presentation of 
commissioned works. Commissions must be directed at Canadian artists using 
the media technologies of film, video, new media and audio as means of artistic 
expression. Commissioning organizations may request a maximum of $100,000. 
Grants may not cover 100 percent of expenses. Grants may be used to pay direct 
costs related to production; artists’ fees; fees paid to commissioning editors, 
producers or curators; direct costs of promoting and presenting the work.

Grants for Media Arts Dissemination 
Annual Assistance to Distribution Organizations 


The Canada Council offers annual assistance to Canadian non-profit, artist-run 
media arts distribution organizations. Organizations must demonstrate a serious 
commitment to the distribution needs and interests of Canadian artists producing 
independent film, video, new media and audio artworks by making their work 
accessible to the public and providing them with a financial return from the 
sale, rental and licensing of their work. The annual grant level approved by the 
Canada Council is normally maintained for two years. Assistance contributes 

to the direct costs of distribution activities and services (including acquisition), 
promotional activities and services, as well as administration.

Annual Assistance for Programming 


Annual Assistance for Programming assists Canadian non-profit, artist-run 
organizations that present and disseminate independent Canadian media 
artworks to the public through an annual, ongoing program of presentation. 
These grants contribute to the direct costs of research, presentation, curatorial 
text and audience development. There are no minimum or maximum grants 
that may be requested or received, but this program can cover only the costs 
of programming independent media artworks produced by Canadian artists.

Annual Assistance to Media Arts Festivals 


The Canada Council for the Arts views media art festivals as key events for 
raising the profile of Canadian, independent media artists and their works. The 
Council views them as central in linking artworks to audiences, distributors, 
curators, exhibitors and broadcasters, and to stimulating dialogue and exchange 
between artists and the public at large. The Canada Council’s support is directed 
to the Canadian independent component of a festival’s programming. There are 
no minimum or maximum grants that may be requested or received. Grants 
contribute only to the direct costs associated with presenting independent 
Canadian media artworks at festivals occurring in the calendar year following 
the application deadline.

Annual Assistance to Cinemathéques 


Annual Assistance to Cinematheques supports the work undertaken by these 
institutions to advance the development, understanding and appreciation of 
Canadian independent media artworks. Grant support is specifically directed at 
the activities carried out by the cinematheques that relate to independent work 
by Canadian media artists. There are no minimum or maximum grants that may 
be requested. The annual grant level approved by the Canada Council is 
normally maintained for two years.

Media Arts Dissemination Projects Grants 


This program assists non-profit Canadian arts organizations and collectives 

to undertake innovative, time-limited projects. The projects must disseminate 
independent Canadian media artworks to the public, with a view to developing 
increasingly knowledgeable and committed audiences and/or expanding 
Canadian and international markets for this work. Eligible projects include 
curated exhibition events, touring exhibitions, and special marketing and 
audience development activities. 


These grants contribute to costs such as programmers, curators, and artists fees, 
rental of films and videos, costs of writing and publishing critical commentary 
to accompany presentations, and marketing and audience development costs. 
Applications may request up to $20,000 for Presentation Projects, Circulation 














Projects, Audience Development Projects or Market Development/Distribution 
Projects. The maximum for Publication Projects is $10,000.

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Department of Canadian Heritage 


The Department of Canadian Heritage is responsible for national policies and 
programs relating to broadcasting, cultural industries, arts, heritage, official 
languages, Canadian identity, Canadian symbols, exchanges, multiculturalism 
and sport. The Department works with Canadians to strengthen our shared sense 
of identity while respecting the diversity that exists in Canada. 


Canadian Film or Video Production Tax Credit 


The Canadian Audio-Visual Certification Office (CAVCO) co-administers the 
Canadian Film or Video Production Tax Credit (CPTC) with the Canada 
Customs and Revenue Agency. The CPTC 1s a fully refundable tax credit for 
eligible films and videos produced and owned by qualified taxable Canadian 
corporations and is available at a rate of 25 percent of eligible salaries and 
wages expended after 1994. Eligible salaries and wages qualifying for the tax 
credit may not exceed 60 percent of the cost of the production, net of assistance, 
as certified by the Minister of Canadian Heritage. The tax credit can provide 
assistance for up to 15 percent of the cost of a production, net of assistance. 


In order for a production to qualify as Canadian content for tax credit purposes 
through CAVCO, the production must meet the following criteria for key 
creative personnel and project costs. First, the producer—or the individual who 
controls and is the central decision maker of the production from beginning to 
end— must be Canadian. Furthermore, a production must receive six out of the 
following ten points for Canadians in key creative positions: 


Director 2 points 
Screenwriter 2 points 
Lead Performer 1 point 


Second Lead Performer | point 
Director of Photography | point 


Picture Editor 1 point 
Music Composer | point 
Art Director | point 
TOTAT 10 points 


In addition, either the position of screenwriter or director must be filled by a 
Canadian. It is also mandatory that either the lead or second lead performer be 
Canadian. The cost criteria for a Canadian content production states that not less 
than 75 percent of the costs paid to persons for services relating to the film or 

















video must be paid to Canadians. This amount does not include fees paid to the 
producer and the key creative personnel. Furthermore, not less than 75 percent 
of the aggregate cost of post-production and laboratory work, processing and 
final preparation must be incurred in Canada. The guidelines for animated 
productions are very similar to the criteria for live-action productions with some 
changes made to conform to the practices of animation production. 


Some production genres are ineligible for the tax credit, including news 
programs, talk and game shows, sporting and awards events, reality television, 
productions that solicit funds, pornography, advertising, industrial or corporate 
productions, productions other than documentaries, all or substantially all of 
which consists of stock footage, and productions for which public financial 
support would, in the opinion of the Minister of Canadian Heritage, be contrary 
to public policy. 


In addition, the tax credit may not be claimed where the PSTC has been 
claimed. 


On November 14th, 2003, the government announced new measures with 
respect to the Canadian Film or Video Production Tax Credit. You are 
encouraged to contact CAVCO for more details, or visit the Department 
of Finance website at: http://www.fin.gc.ca/news03/03-058e.html. 


Film or Video Production Services Tax Credit 


The Film or Video Production Services Tax Credit (PSTC) is the second of two 
programs co-administered by the CAVCO and the Canada Customs and Revenue 
Agency. The PSTC is a mechanism designed to encourage the employment of 
Canadians by a taxable Canadian- or foreign-owned corporation with a 
permanent establishment in Canada. The activities of the corporation must 

be primarily film or video production or production services. The program is 
designed to make Canada a more attractive place for Canadian and foreign film 
and video production, which brings significant benefits to the Canadian 
economy. 


The tax credit is equal to 16 percent of salary and wages incurred after October 
1997, paid to Canadian residents —or taxable Canadian corporations for 
amounts paid to employees who are Canadian residents— for services provided 
to the production in Canada. The refundable tax credit has no cap on the amount 
that can be claimed. 


eS) 
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The total cost incurred for the production must exceed CAN$1 million. In the 
case of series, the total cost must exceed CAN$200,000 per episode—except in 
the case of episodes under 30 minutes, which must exceed CAN$100,000 per 
episode. 


Some production genres are ineligible for the tax credit, including news 
programs, talk and game shows, sporting and awards events, reality television, 
productions that solicit funds, pornography, advertising, and industrial or 
corporate productions. 


In addition, the tax credit may not be claimed where the Canadian Film or Video 
Production Tax Credit has been claimed.

Although proposals are not restricted to the following 
categories, the Canadian Studies Program is particularly interested in receiving 
proposals in the following four priorities areas: 


¢ Citizenship education projects that support the development of Canadian 
learning materials and information to encourage an informed and 
participative citizenry for today’s society. 


¢ Youth projects that reach out to younger Canadians, aged 12 to 24 years, 
to bring them a greater knowledge of, and attachment to Canada. 


¢ New media projects that support the development of state-of-the-art 
Canadian learning materials and information products, including CD-ROMs 
and materials for distribution on electronic networks. 


¢ Canadian history projects that support the development of learning materials 
which will encourage all Canadians to learn about events in Canada’s history 
and assist Canadian educators to make Canada’s history accessible to others. 


Applicants are strongly encouraged to discuss their project with a program 
officer prior to submitting an application.

The Multiculturalism Program of the Department of Canadian Heritage 

is an important means by which the government pursues the goals of the 
multiculturalism policy. This program focuses on initiatives to achieve the 
following program objectives: 


¢ = Ethno-racial Minorities Participate in Public Decision-Making 
Assist in the development of strategies that facilitate full and active 
participation of ethnic, religious and cultural communities in Canadian 
society. 

* Communities and the Broad Public Engage in Informed Decision-Making 
Increase public awareness, understanding and informed public dialogue 
about multiculturalism, racism and cultural diversity in Canada. 

Facilitate collective community initiatives and responses to ethnic, racial, 
religious, and cultural conflict and hate-motivated activities.

Under the Multiculturalism Program, the Government of Canada provides 
funding assistance, in the form of grants and contributions, for projects that: 


¢ address at least one program objective as listed above; 
¢ emphasize social development; and 
¢ highlight community initiative, partnership and self-help. 


Project proposals are assessed and recommended by Department of Canadian 
Heritage staff for approval by the Secretary of State (Multiculturalism) (Status 
of Women) using the terms and conditions for project funding as set out in the 
publication Program Guidelines. 


The program accepts funding applications from not-for-profit or community- 
based organizations (including ad hoc committees, multicultural and 
ethnocultural organizations, associations or centres, non-governmental 
organizations, coalitions, umbrella organizations). In addition, public 
institutions, private enterprises (for specific, limited purposes), and individual 
Canadian citizens and landed immigrants may apply. 




















Although the program guidelines do not specifically mention film and video, 


such projects which meet the program’s objectives may be considered for 
funding using the current assessment process.

The Department of Canadian Heritage’s Interdepartmental Partnership 

with Official Language Communities (IPOLC) is an initiative to provide 
complementary funding to other federal contributions to encourage the 
development of the official language minority communities (Francophones 
outside Quebec and Anglophones in Quebec). IPOLC aims to create sustainable 
partnerships between federal agencies and official language minority 
communities. It seeks to produce lasting change in an emerging industry and 
gives priority to activities that strengthen ties between communities and involve 
more than one region. 


The French Network of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation (CBC) and 
Telefilm Canada, in collaboration with IPOLC and the Alliance des producteurs 


francophones du Canada (APFC), has developed professional training 


workshops for French-speaking producers, directors and screenwriters operating 
and living outside Quebec. This initiative will allow participants to develop 
their screenwriting and television production skills. 


Moreover, the Canada Council for the Arts has also proposed activities designed 
to further official language minority community development. The IPOLC 
financial contribution does not provide replacement funds for current 
contributions by the Canada Council for official language minority community 
development in Canada, but supplementary funding equivalent to the amount 
that the Canada Council has decided to allocate to the projects.

The Department of Canadian Heritage’s Trade Routes program is Canada’s first 
innovative, market-driven initiative specifically designed to facilitate the 
international business development needs of Canadian multisectoral arts and 
cultural entrepreneurs. Trade Routes helps Canadian arts and cultural enterprises 
and non-profit organizations make the most of international business 
development opportunities through a range of services and support. Services 
available include a contributions program, support for new market studies and 
market information, and skilled expert advisers who assist current and potential 
cultural exporters from International Trade Centres in Canada and key missions 
abroad. 


Objectives 
Trade Routes’ goals are: 


¢ increased Canadian exports of cultural products and services; 

¢ an expanded cultural export product base; 

¢ more Canadian cultural exporters; 

¢ stronger international positioning for Canada’s English and French language 
cultural products and services; 

¢ improved Canadian share of global cultural trade; 

¢ cultural exports to the United States at levels that capture the full market 
potential; 

¢ diversification of markets beyond the United States; and 

* a stronger “brand” for Canada through our arts and cultural exporters. 


Trade Routes Contributions Program 


The Trade Routes Contributions Program is an innovative, market-driven 
program. It supports initiatives from organizations in the arts and cultural sector 
that are linked to the development and implementation of long-term export 
strategies. It supports Canadian cultural exporters in: 


a) Export Preparedness 

This component contributes to arts and cultural organizations becoming more 
“export-ready.” It assists them to do business and compete on a global scale 
through activities including first-hand and online exposure to markets and 
their business practices; development of new alliances and financial 
partnering; and innovative advertising tools and approaches. 

















b) International Market Development 

This component assists organizations in the arts and cultural sector that are 
generally export-ready to build their capacity for successful international 
sales through activities including market information and market services; 
incoming and outgoing trade/buyers missions (support for, and participation 
in); and attendance at international trade shows and visits to new markets. 


Who can apply? 


Applicants must be Canadian-owned and -controlled, profit or not-for-profit 
cultural organizations (corporations and associations) incorporated under the 


laws of Canada or of a province or territory, and in activity for at least one year. 


Eligible organizations also include national, provincial, municipal and 
community associations and export-service providers such as industry 
associations, businesses, academic institutions and chambers of commerce. 


Support is available across all cultural sectors: publishing; film/video; 
broadcasting/television; music and sound recording; new media; performing 
arts; visual arts; design; crafts; heritage restoration and preservation. 


What is the deadline? 


Applicants are encouraged to submit their proposals and secure approval well 
in advance of the expected start of the initiative.

Canadian Culture Online Programs 

Canadian Culture Online consists of 12 funding initiatives that together: 

a) support the creation of a critical mass of digital cultural Internet content; 

b) encourage access to, and visibility of Canadian digital cultural content; and 
c) seek to foster a conducive environment for content creation. 

This is done through partnerships with federal agencies, small- and 
medium-sized enterprises (SMEs) in new media, libraries, archives, museums, 


municipalities, not-for-profit organizations, academic and research institutions, 
and copyright collectives. 























Although typically these initiatives do not directly fund the creation of content 
for television and film, in the context of convergence, film and television 
industries may be interested in the potentially intersecting activities of Canadian 
Culture Online in the cultural new media sector. There is potential for the 
television and film industry to benefit from, or even indirectly participate in 
projects supported by Canadian Culture Online. 


For example, through the Canadian Memory Fund, Canadian Culture Online 
partners with federal cultural agencies to provide online access to nationally 
significant cultural collections. Potential beneficiaries of this Fund include 
agencies that have holdings of film, radio and television archives. Opportunities 
for partnerships might be available for such agencies in order to bring certain 
projects to fruition. 


The main program under Canadian Culture Online to which film or television 
producers can apply directly is the Canada New Media Fund (administered by 
Telefilm Canada). As reflected elsewhere in this guide, the Canada New Media 
Fund stimulates the development, production and marketing of Canadian digital 
cultural content in both official languages. Partnerships with SMEs actively 
involved in new media content production, as well as professional associations, 
training schools and festivals, ensure that funding reaches those working on a 
wide variety of innovative projects.

The role of the Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade (DFAIT) 
is to conduct all official international relations on behalf of Canada and to foster 
the expansion of Canada’s international trade. One of the key objectives of 
Canada’s foreign policy is the projection of Canadian values and culture in the 
world by promoting universal respect for human rights, the development of 
participatory government and stable institutions, the rule of law, sustainable 
development, the celebration of Canadian culture and the promotion of Canadian 
cultural and educational industries abroad. 


As part of its International Cultural Relations Program, DFAIT provides grants 
to Canadian groups and individuals for the promotion of Canadian culture 
abroad. 


Travel Grants for International Market Development 


This program aims to project Canada and Canadian culture abroad by supporting 
the presence of professionals in the Canadian film, video and television 
industries at international festivals and certain pre-selected markets. The grant 
program provides funding to support participation in international events for the 
purpose of selling a product, securing financing for a production and stimulating 
international coproductions. 


Preference will be given to individuals with international experience and a 
proven success record. A detailed marketing strategy based on clear objectives 
and good planning is a critical evaluation factor for applications. 


Travel Assistance for Producers 


The grant program offers support to Canadian producers to accompany directors 
to an international festival where their work has been selected for official 
competition. 


Subject to budget availability, a maximum of two travel grants per festival will 
be awarded for any one festival. If more than two Canadian films are selected in 
an eligible festival section, the Department will request that the festival 
organizers select which two producers should be assisted with a grant. 


Producers of projects that have been pre-selected for a pitching session at an 
international event or market may be eligible to apply for a travel grant. Certain 
markets have been identified as a priority for this initiative. 























Travel Assistance for Directors 


If a project has been endorsed by a Canadian representative abroad (e.g. 
embassy, high commission, consulate), either the director or producer of a 
project is eligible to apply for a travel grant to attend an international festival in 
the Canadian representative’s territory. The festival in question must be credible, 
have an international participation, and be recognized as a good venue for 
Canadian visibility. 


The applicant (producer/director) of the production must be Canadian; the 
production must be Canadian; the production must be in competition or in the 
main section of non-competitive events (the Department will decide which 
section will be deemed “main section” in non-competitive events). 


Subject to the availability of funds, grants are allocated in fixed amounts based 
on the travel destination. The amount generally covers the cost of a return 
economy air fare. In order to be eligible for funding, the Program for Export 
Market Development and any other federal or provincial grant program cannot 
be used to cover the same travel cost. 


Canadian Festivals: Grants for International Business Development 


This program enables Canadian international festivals to invite foreign buyers 
for the purpose of promoting Canadian films, videos and television 
programming to an international market. Priority will be given to festivals with 
an international reputation that aim to launch the careers of filmmakers and to 
develop market demand for Canadian film and television programming abroad. 


The festival must be in existence for at least three years in its current format and 


location. The festival must have an industry or professional component such as a 


forum, market, symposium or conference, which aims to promote international 
business development and coproductions with Canada. The festival must clearly 
demonstrate innovation and creativity in the ways in which the presence of their 
foreign guests will be maximized at the festival to develop international market 
opportunities for Canadians. 


Subject to the availability of funds, the amount of the grant will generally cover 
the cost of return economy air fare for the foreign buyers invited by the festival.

Program for Export Market Development 


The Program for Export Market Development (PEMD) is managed by the 
Export Development Division of the Department of Foreign Affairs and 
International Trade, and jointly administered with Industry Canada, through the 
regional International Trade Centres (in Quebec, the regional offices of Canada 
Economic Development assist with the delivery of the program). The overall 
goal of the PEMD is to increase Canadian prosperity and competitiveness in the 
international marketplace. 


Specifically, the PEMD objective is to increase export sales of Canadian goods 
and services by sharing the costs of activities that companies normally could not 
or would not undertake alone, thereby reducing risks involved in entering a 
foreign market. Through a partnership-like relationship between government and 
business, the program encourages a long-term focus on target markets with built- 
in flexibility to respond to changing market conditions. 


The program is comprised of four major components: 


¢ Market Development Strategies 

¢ New-to-Exporting Companies 

¢ Capital Projects Bidding 

¢ Assistance to Trade Association Activities 


The key Market Development Strategies element focuses on assisting companies 
with the implementation of a simple marketing plan designed to penetrate an 
international market. Intended for smaller businesses, both experienced and new 
to exporting, it shares the risk of the international marketing initiatives with the 
Canadian private sector. 














The Program for Export Market Development (PEMD) also provides assistance 
to companies that are new to exporting to introduce them to export markets 
without undue financial strain. 


The Capital Projects Bidding element of PEMD supports Canadian companies in 
bidding for major capital projects outside Canada by contributing to the costs of 
bid preparation or proposal preparation at the pre-contractual stage. 


The Assistance to Trade Association Activities supports export market 
development strategies of national trade and industry associations meeting 
PEMD eligibility requirements. 


The PEMD partnership with Canadian business is an investment in a company’s 
commitment to develop international export markets. It is not a grant, loan or 
entitlement, but rather a repayable contribution. Repayment of the contribution 
is based on incremental sales made by the recipient company, or contracts 
obtained. 


Although the PEMD does not specifically pertain to the film and video industry, 
it can help with the export development strategies of companies and associations 
in this sector.

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Canadian Independent Film and Video Fund 


The Canadian Independent Film and Video Fund (CIFVF) is a national private- 
sector non-profit organization that is funded by the federal government and the 
private sector. The mandate of the CIFVF is to support the development of the 
non-theatrical industry by providing assistance for the creation of films, videos 
and new media projects that promote lifelong learning. 


The CIFVF provides financial assistance to independent producers for the 
development and production of English- and French-language films, videos 

and multimedia programs in a variety of subject areas—using the formats of 
documentary, docu-drama, drama and animation to inform, educate and/or 
instruct. To ensure that production in both official languages is promoted 
through the Fund, no less than one-third of the Fund’s money is to assist original 
French-language productions. Likewise, in an effort to acknowledge that non- 
theatrical activity is carried on in all parts of Canada, the Fund will endeavour 
to ensure that one-fifth of its monies is devoted to each of the following regions: 
Atlantic and Northern Canada, British Columbia, the Prairies, Ontario and 
Quebec. 


Film and Video Projects 


An eligible film, videotape or series must be destined primarily for one or more 
of the following markets: specialty television, business, education (kindergarten 
to university level), health, libraries, community groups, cultural or social 
services. A project must achieve Canadian content status, with no less than 

8 points out of 10, according to the guidelines of the Canadian Audio-Visual 
Certification Office. 


The applicant to the CIFVF must be the producer of the project. This individual 
must be a Canadian citizen or permanent resident. As well, the production 
company or the non-profit production organization must be Canadian-owned 
and -controlled. 


The Fund provides partial assistance for up to 49 percent of the direct costs 

of a budget for a development or production project in the form of non-equity 
financial participation (i.e. a grant). For development, the Fund may contribute 
up to a maximum of 49 percent of the development budget or $10,000, 
whichever is lower. Similarly, in relation to production, the Fund may contribute 
up to a maximum of 49 percent of the production costs or $50,000.

The Business Development Bank of Canada (BDC) is Canada’s small business 
bank. The BDC plays a leadership role in delivering timely and relevant 
financial and management services, with a particular focus on the emerging 
and exporting sectors of the economy. The BDC’s services are available across 


Canada in both English and French through a network of more than 80 branches, 


and its head office in Montréal. 
Cultural Industries Development Fund 


The Cultural Industries Development Fund (CIDF) targets entrepreneurs 
working in book and magazine publishing, sound recording, film and video 
production and multimedia. Its objective is to support Canadian cultural 
production by providing a range of financial services, especially term loans. 
The Fund was created through capital provided by the Department of Canadian 
Heritage and is administered by the BDC. Since its inception in 1991, the CIDF 
has helped many entrepreneurs in the cultural field. 


The CIDF is a flexible tool intended for dynamic Canadian-owned cultural 
businesses with a high potential for success and the desire to improve their 
businesses. This BDC financing could be made in conjunction with a 
conventional loan from an outside lender or from the Bank. Support offered 
by the Fund consists of loans ranging from $20,000 to $250,000 for working 
capital, expansion projects and various other initiatives geared to long-term 
growth and viability. 


To be eligible, applicants must be Canadian-owned companies that have been 

in business for at least two years—or operated by persons with prior pertinent 
industry experience. Firms must also have adequate financial resources to ensure 
payment of all debts and loans assumed by the company.

Industry Canada’s mission 1s to foster a growing competitive, knowledge-based 
Canadian economy. The Department works with Canadians in all sectors of the 
economy and in all parts of the country to improve conditions for investment 
and Canada’s innovation performance, increase Canada’s share of global trade, 
and build a fair, efficient and competitive marketplace. Program areas include 
developing industry and technology capability, fostering scientific research, 
setting telecommunications policy, promoting investment and trade, promoting 
tourism and small business development, and setting rules and services that 
support the effective operation of the marketplace. 


Canada Small Business Financing Program 


The Canada Small Business Financing (CSBF) program seeks to increase the 
availability of loans and capital leases for establishing, expanding, modernizing 
and improving small businesses in Canada. It does this by providing guarantees, 
which encourage lenders and lessors to make their services available to small 
business. 


Administered under the Canada Small Business Financing Act, the program is 
a joint initiative between the Government of Canada and private-sector leaders. 
As of April 1, 2002, in addition to the loan program, a new five-year Capital 
Leasing Pilot Project was launched to help small businesses access capital lease 
financing for new or used equipment. 


Most small businesses starting up or operating may be eligible for CSBF loans 
and leases, as long as their estimated gross revenues do not exceed $5 million 

during the fiscal year in which they apply. Farming and charitable or religious 

enterprises are not eligible. 


The maximum amount a small business can access under the program is 
$250,000. This being the combined total allowed for all its CSBF loans and 
capital leases.

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Canada Economic Development 


The mandate of Canada Economic Development for Quebec regions is to 
promote the long-term economic development of Quebec regions. To fulfill this 
mandate, Canada Economic Development elicits, accompanies and supports the 
implementation of economic development projects in partnership with local and 
regional actors and organizations, other federal departments, and the 
Government of Quebec. 


The Agency identified three strategic goals: 


* enterprise development; 

* improvement of the environment for economic development of the regions; 
and 

¢ development and renewal of community infrastructure. 


To work toward the realization of the first two goals, Canada Economic 
Development, in consultation with the local milieu, instituted regional 
intervention strategies (RIS) fully geared to the development issues specific to 
each of the regions. Furthermore, the Agency administrates (in the form of 
contributions or, more rarely, grants) a number of financial assistance programs: 
the Program of Assistance for Development of SMEs in Quebec (IDEA-SMB), 
the Regional Strategic Initiatives Program (RSI), the Community Futures 
Program (CFP) and the Canadian Support Program for the Gaspésie-lles-de-la- 
Madeleine Economy. The Agency also offers financial and non-financial services 
to the organizations which support SMEs in Quebec’s different communities and 
regions. Finally, the third strategic goal consists in the application of the 
Infrastructure Canada Program in Quebec, a special mandate given to the 
Agency by the Government of Canada. 


Program of Assistance for Development of SMEs in Quebec (IDEA-SME) 


The IDEA-SME program primarily targets enterprise development. Its goal is to 
foster the growth of business generated by enterprises in all Quebec regions by 
facilitating, among other things, access to relevant information, awareness of 
enterprises’ development issues, establishment of strategic enterprises, and 
consolidation of their competitiveness through new business practices, 
innovation and marketing. In this way, the program fosters realization of the 
regions’ economic development potential, leading in the long term, to enhanced 
prosperity and sustainable employment. The Agency’s contribution to the 
economic development of the regions of Quebec is realized via the following 
means: financial assistance in the form of contributions or, more rarely, grants.

The Atlantic Canada Opportunities Agency (ACOA) is a Government of Canada 
agency whose mission 1s to work in partnership with the people of Atlantic 
Canada to improve the economy of our communities through the successful 
development of businesses and employment opportunities. Atlantic Canada 
includes the provinces of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, 
Newfoundland and Labrador. 


ACOA offers a broad range of programs and services designed to create 
economic growth and business opportunities in Atlantic Canada. The Agency 
ensures that a wide variety of business development tools and resources are 
available to Atlantic entrepreneurs throughout all stages of the business lifecycle, 
from the time they are thinking about setting up a new business, to the time they 
are planning for growth and expansion. 


Although ACOA does not have any programs that are specific to the film and 
video industry, it can provide support to help create, modernize or expand a 
small or medium-sized company in the business services sector. ACOA can also 
assist with the export of cultural products. 


Business Development Program 


The ACOA Business Development Program is designed to help you set up, 
expand or modernize your business. Focusing on small and medium-sized 
enterprises, the program offers access to capital in the form of interest-free, 
unsecured, repayable loans. Non-profit organizations providing support to the 
business community may also qualify for non-repayable contributions. 


Most business sectors are eligible except retail/wholesale, real estate, 
government services, and services of a personal or social nature. Both 
commercial and not-for-profit applicants are eligible. 


Eligible activities include business studies, capital investment, training, 
marketing, quality assurance, and not-for-profit activities that support business in 
the region. Assistance is also available to help you bid for, and acquire public 
and private procurement contracts or to develop an innovative product or service. 


Seed Capital Connexion Program for Young Entrepreneurs 


If you are under 30 and thinking about starting your own business, the Seed 
Capital Connexion Program for Young Entrepreneurs may be exactly what you 
need to get started. The program was designed to address the fact that younger 
entrepreneurs often lack access to capital, and require special counselling and 
training. 

















This program provides unsecured, personal loans to young entrepreneurs 


between the ages of 18 and 29 of up to $15,000 for a business start-up or 


expansion, and up to $2,000 for business counselling and training costs.
